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Judging  The  School  Year  -  A  Message  From  the  Head  of  School 


As  we  look  back  over  this  past  school  year,  I  cannot  help  but  marvel  at  the  range  and  diversity  of  meaningful 
events  and  happenings  that  have  taken  place  at  STS.  But  judging  a  school  or  even  a  school  year,  requires  careful 
thought.  Many  institutions  look  wonderful  from  the  outside  but  when  you  scratch  the  surface  you  find  that  they 
are  more  form  than  substance. 

The  Dean  of  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education,  Theodore  Sizer,  put  it  this  way  - 

"To  find  the  core  of  a  school,  don't  look  at  its  rule  book  or  even  its  mission  statement.  Look  at  the  way  the  people  in  it 
spend  their  time  -  how  they  relate  to  each  other,  how  they  tangle  with  ideas.  Look  for  the  contradictions  between  words  and 
practice,  with  the  fewer  the  better. Try  to  estimate  the  frequency  and  honesty  of  their  deliberations.  Though  it  will  always  want 
to  spruce  up  for  visitors,  its  hour  by  hour  functioning  is  what  is  important.  Judge  the  school  not  by  what  it  says  but  by  how  it 
keeps. " 

The  old  goal  for  schools  was  "to  produce  thoughtful  citizens  and  decent  human  beings"  and  I  cannot  find  much 
fault  with  that  as  a  basic  objective.  I  believe  that  almost  all  the  people  at  STS  want  to  be  'thoughtful  citizens  and 
decent  human  beings'  and  this  in  itself  is  a  wonderful  place  to  start.  However  it  is  when  one  looks  at  how  the  STS 
community  'relates  to  each  other  and  tangles  with  ideas'  that  one  gets  some  sense  as  to  where  our  real  core  lies. 
From  the  first  week  of  term  back  in  September,  the  STS  spirit  of  purpose  has  been  at  work  pulling  us  all  together, 
creating  a  real  sense  of  community. 

Interestingly,  while  the  day  to  day  life  of  the  school  has  flowed  and  flourished,  in  our  midst  a  very  ambitious 
program  of  strategic  planning  has  been  underway  and  this  has  highlighted  the  strengths  and  successes  of  our 
institution  from  all  points  of  view.  As  we  debated  the  merits  of  our  various  "flagship  programs",  we  enjoyed  the 
spectacular  production  of  "My  Fair  Lady"  and  wondered  at  the  achievements  of  our  sports  teams  as,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  STS  won  no  less  than  three  Provincial  Sports  Championships  in  one  year.  Over  the 
space  of  just  a  few  months  in  the  Fall,  we  estimate  that  the  majority  of  our  students  have  encountered  at  least  one 
overnight  Outdoor  Education  trip  away  and  over  120  students  were  on  two  weekends  away  at  Band  Camp 
preparing  for  an  extraordinarily  successful  season  of  performance  at  the  Kiwanis  Festival.  Thanks  to  the  interaction 
between  the  teachers  in  both  the  Elementary  and  Senior  Divisions,  our  Grade  6  scientists  tangled  with  ideas  which 
resulted  in  them  winning  the  Presidents  Award  at  the  Calgary  Science  Fair.  And  so  the  list  goes  on.... 

In  January,  the  first  anniversary  of  our  avalanche  tragedy  was  an  occasion  we  were  all  concerned  about  and  the 
resultant  special  Assembly  to  honour  our  seven  lost  friends  turned  out  to  be  an  occasion  to  share  and  care  for  each 
other;  a  time  to  remember  and  reflect  and  to  listen  with  wonder  as  their  friends,  now  in  Grade  11,  spoke  with  such 
maturity  and  affection. 

Yes,  this  has  been  a  year  to  remember;  a  time  when  this  community  moved  forward  with  confidence  and  character. 
We  say  that  we  will  be  the  best  that  we  can  be.  I  think  we  can  be  confident  that  our  actions  reflect  these  fine  words 
and  our  substance  does  indeed  reflect  the  form.  Congratulations  everyone  on  a  job  well  done!

STS  wins  provincial  title

Behind  a  repeat  gold 
medal  performance  by  Barb 
Reikie  at  the  2A  provincial 
cross-country  champi- 
onships this  weekend  in 
Sundre,  the  Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir  School 
Spartans  earned  their  first 
ever  Alberta  team  champi- 
onship. 

Reikie  embarrassed  other 
runners  In  the  field  with  a 
time  of  16:67  in  the  four 
kilometer  race. 

"It  was  pretty  exciting," 
said  STS  head  coach  Gary 
Glover.  "I  think  this  is  going 
to  be  a  huge  boost  in  moti- 
vation and  a  springboard 
for  more  success." 

Because  the  zone  champi- 
onships were  also  held  in 
Sundre,  Glover  believes  his 
team  had  a  slight  advan- 


tage, having  seen  the  course 
before. 

However,  the  Spartans 
proved  they  could  have  won 
on  any  course,  demolishing 
the  competition  by  337 
points. 

"I  thought  we  were  going 
to  be  close  and  we  ended  up 
with  809  points  while  the 
second  place  school  only 
had  472,"  said  Glover. 
"Everybody  just  ran  their 
hardest  and  scrapped  for 
every  point  they  could  get 
for  the  team,"  said  Glover. 

Narrowly  missing  out  on 
the  gold  at  last  year's 
provincials  was  certainly  a 
motivator  for  a  senior 
nucleolus  on  the  team  who 
knew  this  was  their  last 
shot  to  bring  home  gold. 

"We  only  missed  it  by  60 
points  last  year  against  a 
team  that's  been  winning  it 
for  the  last  four  or  five 


years,"  said  Glover.  They 
were  pretty  hungry  for  it 
this  year,  which  certainly 
helped." 

Millarville's  Kim  Ball  was 
the  second  runner  in  for  the 
Spartans,  Finishing  11th  in 
the  girls'  field. 

Other  STS  runners 
include  Tom  Plett  of  High 
River,  Frank  Hewitt  and 
Andrew  Do  man  of 
DeWinton  as  well  as  Ruth 
Begg,  Caitlin  Heinen,  Jared 
Strand,  Joe  Dickson,  Faaria 
Kherani,  Chris  Evans, 
Siobhan  Ma  and  Anna 
Warshawski  of  Calgary. 

Glover  will  lose  nearly 
half  of  those  runners  to 
graduation  this  year. 

"I'm  losing  some  very 
good  runners,"  he  said.  "I'm 
really  going  to  have  to  do 
some  serious  recruiting  if 
we  want  to  repeat  next 
year."
